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£lm boat

ARSONISTS set fire to a 
factory unit in Brierley 
Hill where a £1 million 
powerboat is being built. 

Flames ripped through 
a storage unit at Mick- 
lewrights Structures, 
wrecking two vans. 

But firefighters managed 
to stop the blaze spreading 
to the powerboat, which is 
being built ahead of a bid to 
sail around the world in 
record-breaking time. 

It is believed the arsonists 
removed a loose panel to get 
into the six-storey building. 
Bosses said they had been 
plagued by vandals and 
arsonists. 

Firefighters were called to 
the site, on the Thornleigh 
Trading Estate, at about 
2.50pm on Monday after¬ 
noon and left at 5.50pm. 

They had to use a fork-lift 
truck to break through 
metal shutters in order to 
douse the flames. 

Adventurer Alan Priddy, 
who is leading the world 
record attempt, said his 
“heart stopped a few times” 
when he heard about the 
fire. 

He said: “I really pan¬ 
icked. I don’t know what I 
would do if it got damaged 
now but thankfully it all 
seems to be ok.” 

Micklewrights works 
manager Gary Smith said: 
“It was an arson attack. This 
is an old building ... so it is 
very difficult to guard.” 

Parking fee

Vengeance 
attack pair 
locked away 

TWO DUDLEY men who were high on 
drink and drugs and battered two people 
with sticks have each been jailed for seven 
years and nine months. 

Andrew Hemmings, aged 22, and Jamie 
Griffiths, 23, burst into a house in Dudley 
armed with wooden staves, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court heard. 

Hemmings wrongly believed a man living 
there had burgled his home. The pair bru¬ 
tally beat up two people at the house in 
Lingfield Way, Kingswinford. 

Prosecutor Mr Walter Bealby said 
Yvonne Edwards and Darren Rides were 
battered over the head and body. Mrs 
Edwards’ son Michael and family friend 
Dean Skidmore, who were both sleeping 
downstairs, heard the commotion and went 
to the rescue, forcing the two attackers to 
run off. Mrs Edwards and her son recog¬ 
nised Hemmings and both he and Griffiths 
gave themselves up. Mrs Edwards and Mr 
Rides needed hospital treatment for cuts 
and bruising on September 10 last year. 

Mr Talbir Singh, representing Hem¬ 
mings, said the defendant believed Michael 
Edwards had been involved in burgling his 
home. Mr Andrew Keogh, for Griffiths, said: 
“He allowed himself to be drawn into a dis¬ 
pute that was not his.” 

Hemmings, from Grove Park, Wall 
Heath, and Griffiths, of Swan Street, Brier¬ 
ley Hill admitted aggravated burglary and 
affray. 


They are also accused of then bury¬ 
ing her underneath a caravan at a site 
on the outskirts of Amsterdam. 

The couple left Holland for France 
in 2000, before moving to the UK six 
years ago. 

They were arrested on May 14 after 
police were called to a domestic inci¬ 
dent outside their home in Occupation 
Road, Dudley. 

West Midlands Police worked with 
Interpol and the Serious and Organ¬ 
ised Crime Agency and the couple 
were further arrested under the 
Extradition Act on suspicion of the 
murder. 

They both appeared in custody on 
Monday at Westminster Magistrates 
Court at the start of extradition pro¬ 
ceedings. 

Investigation 

Three West Midlands Police detec¬ 
tives travelled to Holland as part of a 
joint investigation with Dutch author¬ 
ities, who had reopened the investiga¬ 
tion into the disappearance of Miss 
Starczewska. 

Her mother reported her missing in 
August 2002, but the case remained 
unsolved. 

Police in Amsterdam later found the 
remains of a woman at the Het 
Rietveen camp site in Landsmeer, out¬ 
side Amsterdam. 

Majchrzak and Kubiak were living 
at the campsite at the time of the 
alleged murder, the court heard. 

After her arrest Kubiak told detec¬ 
tives Majchrzak killed Miss Star¬ 
czewska in early 2000 at the campsite. 

Kubiak, who is eight months preg¬ 
nant, was remanded in custody until 
June 2. 

Majchrzak has been remanded in 
custody until June 12.

Gritting 
glut with 
tons left 
in storage 

THOUSANDS of tons of grit 
remain in storage at councils 
throughout the region fol¬ 
lowing less severe weather 
over the winter. 

Councils bought in sup¬ 
plies following two previous 
harsh winters with blizzards 
and sub-zero temperatures 
causing havoc on the roads. 

But officials this week said 
the unused reserves will stay 
in stock ready for next win¬ 
ter. 

Dudley Council revealed it 
bought in 6,000 tons of grit 
prior to the winter with 
around 2,500 tons remain¬ 
ing in stock as of this week. 

Gritting teams covered 
16,155 miles in 2011/12 com¬ 
pared to 23,612 miles the 
previous year. 

Sandwell Council has 
4,384 tons of grit left in stock 
but this will be replenished 
to 7,000 tons. 

Wolverhampton City 
Council said it had bought in 
3,350 tons of salt at a cost of 
£118,694 and already had 
1,357 tons carried over from 
2010/11. 

It has 2,704 tons in stor¬ 
age at the moment. 

Staffordshire County 
Council revealed it had 
bought in 19,204 tons of grit 
prior to the winter costing 
£653,000, taking its overall 
stock levels up to 30,000 
tons. This includes a 10,000- 
ton reserve stockpile kept in 
the event of prolonged 
severe weather. They said 
this entire reserve was used 
in 2010/11. 

Nlotorcylist 
dies, age 23 

A YOUNG motorcyclist 
from Cradley Heath died 
after he was involved in a 
crash with a car. 

Daniel Bradley, aged 23, 
was on a Yamaha that 
crashed with a Vauxhall 
Zafira in Birmingham. 

It happened in Western 
Road, Winson Green, just 
after 9.20pm last Friday. 

The 49-year-old driver of 
the car, from Handsworth, 
was arrested on suspicion of 
causing death by dangerous 
driving and is on police bail. 
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£900,000 work 'has caused misery' 


A £900,000 revamp of Kinver High 
Street is continuing to cause misery 
for residents and shops, more than 
a year after work was completed, 
claim traders. 

Businesses say their fight to get 
chicanes, placed on the busy road as 
part of the project, removed had 
“not been put to bed”. 

They remain hopeful that 
Staffordshire County Council will 
take action after villagers won a 


reduction in some of the measures 
following a campaign last year. 

Traders said the changes, includ¬ 
ing the removal of some of the chi¬ 
canes, had not gone far enough and 
there were still constant problems 
being experienced along the route. 

Shopkeepers said the road still 
became congested at delivery times 
as there was no space for lorries to 
pull in to drop off goods. 

They said some drivers were still 


becoming confused over who has the 
right of way along the route, leading 
to an increased risk of accidents. 

Trader Sarah Jolly, of The Butch¬ 
ery, said: “Even after all this time, 
we are still experiencing problems 
with the road layout. Delivery days 
are an absolute nightmare. 

“There is just no room for the lor¬ 
ries to manoeuvre, and it leads to 
problems along the High Street. 

“We are continuing to battle on. 


This is certainly not a fight which 
has been put to bed. 

“We are hoping the county council 
will take on board what is being said 
and remove some of these measures 
from along the route.” 

Some of the chicanes were taken 
out and others reduced in size by the 
county council but traders say it is 
not enough to prevent the problems. 

Staffordshire County Council said 
it had no plans for further works.

Recorder Mark Jackson 
handed her a nine-month 
prison sentence, suspended 
for 12 months. 

O’Mahony, aged 28, of 
Coppice Road, Cradley 
Heath, began claiming ben¬ 
efits in 2003. 

She failed to notify the 
Department for Work and 
Pensions (DWP) and 
Sandwell Council that Mr 
Hollins moved in to her 
home in September 2007. 

Mr Zaheer Afzal, prose¬ 
cuting, told the court that 
on numerous occasions 
after that date O’Mahony 
was asked to sign forms 
which stated she was living 


alone, which she did. “The 
council received an anony¬ 
mous referral that she was 
living with her partner,” 
Mr Afzal said. 

“Investigators went to 
her address and she told 
them she was living with 
her children and that the 
father had nothing to with 
them. 

“A further allegation was 
received that she was living 
with her partner. 

Answered 

“An officer attended her 
address again and the door 
was answered by Andrew 
Hollins who described 
himself as a good friend but 
he appeared nervous.” 

O’Mahony admitted in 
interview that she had been 
living with Mr Hollins since 
2007. Mr Ben Close, 
defending, said she was 
repaying the cash at £20 a 
week. 

O’Mahony admitted six 
charges of benefit fraud. 
She was ordered to com¬ 
plete 200 hours of unpaid 
work and pay £500 costs.

Designers reveal new railcar model

THE DESIGN for the larger railcars 
which will run on a Midland branch 
line have been revealed by designers. 

Engineers hope the railcars, 
costing around £800,000 each, will be 
rolled out as part of multi-million 
pound plans to transform public 
transport linking Stourbridge and 
Brierley Hill. 

They have been working in with 
Parry People Movers Ltd, Cradley 


Heath and GKN Wheels and Struc¬ 
tures in Telford. The railcars would 
replace the present 60-seater Class 
139s version in service on the branch 
line between Stourbridge Town and 
Stourbridge Junction. 

More than one million passengers 
have travelled on the line operated 
by London Midland since the service 
started around three years ago. 

Parry’s executive chairman John 


Parry said the new design would 
boost capacity without forcing an 
increase in the frequency of the 
service. 

“GKN are now working on design 
and development of the railcars 
which is good as they are a massive 
organisation which works all around 
the world.” A version of the railcar 
will be constructed for testing by the 
summer or early autumn.

Lisa Parke ALW winner 2012, seated, with tutor Jo Griffin the eyes, and now the only sight she has 


is in distinguishing light from dark. She 
eventually had to give up her job as a 
cook at Dudley Town Hall when she was 
about 22, when she concentrated on 
being a mum to her daughter Emma, 
now aged 27. 

Desperate 

“Although my eyes don’t work, my 
brain does,” said Lisa. “I was desperate 
to do something interesting, so I con¬ 
tacted my local authority’s vision serv¬ 
ices department. 

“They told me about computer 
courses that used talking computer 


software for the visually impaired, and 
soon after I enrolled on a course and 
met my tutor at Dudley College, Jo 
Griffin.” Learning for Lisa was made 
easier with Dolphin Guide specialist 
software, which means computers can 
talk to people who have sight difficul¬ 
ties. Lisa was due to collect her award as 
part of Adult Learners Week at a cere¬ 
mony in Leicester last week.

Legal chain 
shut due to 
bankruptcy 

A CHAIN of solicitors and estate agents has 
been shut down suddenly after the partners 
were declared bankrupt. 

Stables & Company’s premises in Hale¬ 
sowen, Stourbridge and Rowley Regis were 
closed by legal watchdog The Solicitors Reg¬ 
ulation Authority. 

Clients have been left in limbo while the 
company is taken over by the regulators. 

The offices in Stourbridge and Halesowen 
high streets and Halesowen Street, Rowley 
Regis are deserted, with documents and fur¬ 
niture left inside. 

Partners David Moore, Nigel Jordan and 
Jessica Bird were all declared bankrupt on 
April 30 and their practising certificates 
were then suspended by the SRA. They could 
be banned from practising after the SRA has 
carried out an investigation. 

Lee Shrimpton, spokesman for the SRA, 
said they had intervened as there was 
“reason to suspect dishonesty on the part of 
one of the former employees”. 

He added it was necessary to “protect the 
interests of clients - or former or potential 
clients - of the partners or the interests of 
the beneficiaries of any trust which they are 
or were trustee”. 

Walter Howells, who owns a glazing firm 
in Cradley Heath, said he was selling a house 
through the firm when it shut down without 
warning. 

He has been left waiting for title deeds 
which Stables was supposed to send him. He 
said: “It’s a nuisance, we have been left in 
limbo. We didn’t know anything was wrong. ” 
Mr Shrimpton said the SRA had stopped the 
firm from operating, and would take posses¬ 
sion of all documents. 


Only enough cash remained to cover 
insurance costs for the year with a little 
more left to stage a few classes. But organ¬ 
iser Sylvia Horton was “absolutely 
delighted” after local firms stepped in to 
help. 

Bosses at Mr Brown’s Greens and the 
Pedmore Fish Bar, both on the Queensway, 
agreed to help cover the £30 a week costs for 
hiring out Hob Green Primary School for 
the classes. 

Staff at the Queensway Pub said they 
would provide the pop for the weekly meet¬ 
ings again saving money for the group. 

Cash for the group is also being provided 
by John’s Butchers and bosses from the 
Spar store. 

Mrs Horton, who launched the dance 
group while recovering from cancer, said 
around 50 youngsters attended regularly. 
Other businesses have also agreed to give 
money for raffle prizes. 

Charities 

The dance group also works to raise 
money for charities in the area. 

Mrs Horton said: “We only ask the chil¬ 
dren to pay £2.20 because the main aim of 
the group is that it is affordable for families 
in the area,” she said. 

“Once you have taken the hiring costs 
and the refreshments out of it there is not a 
lot left to go in the kitty. In the past we have 
been able to rely on grants but due to the 
economic situation many of these have 
dried up and we were really up against it. 

“The response we have received from the 
shopkeepers in the area has really choked 
me up. It means so much to the dance group 
and we are all very grateful.” 

Mrs Horton said the group hoped to stage 
dance events in the area as a thank you to 
all the businesses for supporting them.

Ted gives up two hours of his time to 
deliver 170 newspapers every Friday, as well 
as the Wolverhampton Magazine once a 
month, around Penn Common. 

“I hadn’t really thought about doing some¬ 
thing like this but when the opportunity 
came up I thought it’d be great,” Ted said. 

“It makes me feel independent as I make 
some money from it and it’s good to do 
normal things like this after the problems I 
had.” 

Ted is currently sitting his GCSEs and 
hopes to study catering at Wolverhampton 
College in September. 

Ted’s parents Ashleigh and David said 
seeing their son do the paper round meant a 
lot to them. 

“It is every prayer answered that Ted is 
strong and well and able to do a paper 
round,” Ashleigh said. “It keeps him fit, gives 
him responsibility, teaches a good work ethic

A MOTORCYCLIST whose girl¬ 
friend is expecting their baby was 
killed in a crash - just hours 
before he was due to hand the 
bike to a new owner. 

Tom Edwards, aged 23, died at the scene 
of the crash on the A451 Great Witley to 
Dunley road, near Stour- 
port, as he rode his black 
Yamaha motorcycle from 
work. 

Mr Edwards, who 
already has a three-year- 
old son, Charlie, had 
arranged to sell the bike 
to someone who was due 
to pick it up that night.

Danielle said: “Tom was amazing - he was 
like nobody I’d ever met before, the life and 
soul of the party.”

A WOMAN suffered serious head 
injuries when she was hit by metal 
fencing which came loose in high 
winds. 

The woman, aged 54, had been standing 
by a stop at the bus station next to the Tesco 
car park in Kidderminster when the fencing 
panel, measuring about 6ft by 7ft, came 
loose. 

It came from the construction site at the 
historic Piano Building - formerly a Brin- 
tons carpet warehouse - which is being con¬ 
verted into an education academy, last week. 

West Mercia Police spokesman Dylan 
Evans said passers-by helped pull the metal 
off the woman, from Kidderminster, so para¬ 
medics were able to treat her. 

The air ambulance from Cosford was 
called and the woman, who has not been 
identified, was airlifted to the Queen Eliza¬ 
beth Hospital, in Birmingham, where her 
condition was “comfortable”. 

The air ambulance landed in the centre of 
the bus station. 

Police have taken statements from wit¬ 
nesses and handed the matter over to the 
Health and Safety Executive. 

Stourport firm Thomas Vale Construc¬ 
tion, which is carrying out the £6.1 million 
refurbishment of the Piano Building for 
Kidderminster College and Birmingham 
Metropolitan College, blamed the high 
winds. 

Simon Millward, the company’s group 
health and safety manager, said: “Due to 
adverse weather conditions, we understand 
a section of fencing collapsed which caused 
some injuries to a member of the public on 
the perimeter of the site. We will be working 
with all parties to determine the root-cause.

Hospice cutting jobs in 
bid to save £100,000 


Jobs are being cut at a Black Country hospice as part of plans to 
save £100,000. Three members of clinical staff are leaving Mary 
Stevens Hospice in Stourbridge through voluntary redundancy but 
bosses insist the care patients recejve will not be affected.

Chief executive Peter Holliday said the 
cost-saving was “vital”. 

He added: “If we didn’t take these 
measures there would not have been a 
hospice in the future”. 

The hospice, which costs £2.2 million a 
year to run and employs 70 staff, is look¬ 
ing to cut at least £100,000 in the coming 
months. 

Mr Holliday said savings would also 
have to be made in other areas, though 
he did not think more jobs would be lost. 

But he warned the hospice had been 
spending too much in recent years and 
was having to cut back to make ends 
meet. 

He said: “The hospice is no different to 
any other organisation in the current cli¬ 
mate. 

“We can see a robust future for the hos¬ 


pice but we need to go through a process 
to balance expenditure with income. 

“Patient services have not been bal¬ 
anced with the income of the hospice for 
some years and it can’t continue to run 
at a deficit.” 

Assigning 

Mr Holliday said patients would still 
receive the same care but the system of 
working and assigning jobs to workers 
was being changed. 

The hospice has been hit by a drop in 
donations. 

A sponsored walk for the hospice has 
been called off after only 24 people signed 
up. The Jubilee Jaunt was due to take 
place in Mary Stevens Park, Stourbridge.

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Rise in hospital parhing 
fees branded immoral 


HIGHER parking charges for staff 
at a Dudley hospital have been 
blasted as “immoral” by union 
chiefs who fear workers’ pen¬ 
sions could be hit. 

Monthly passes at Russells Hall Hospital 
in Dudley will increase by 30 per cent to a 
maximum of £19.50 on July 1, up from £15. 
However, bosses say staff could pay a 
maximum of £12.27 if they sign up to a new 
payment scheme. Workers are being offered 
the chance to join a “salary sacrifice” 
scheme where the charges are taken auto¬ 
matically from their wages. 

Chiefs say cash will be saved against tax 
and national insurance but workers are con¬ 
cerned their pension contributions could be 
reduced. Union members are in uproar and 
will meet to discuss what to do next. 

Unison regional organiser and local coun¬ 
cillor Tracy Wood said: “We feel that increas¬ 
ing staff parking charges to run a hospital is 
completely immoral. 

“I know they are being offered this reduc¬ 
tion but many of our members are worried 
about the effect this will have on their pen¬ 
sions. We are seeking to get a mandate from 
our members about what to do next. 

“They cannot go on strike as it is not 
allowed in their contracts.” 

Boss of the Dudley Group NHS Founda¬ 
tion Trust Paula Clark said: “The salary sac¬ 
rifice scheme will possibly affect pension 
contributions, as the NHS pension scheme 
does not accept salary sacrifice arrange¬ 
ments for this purpose.” 


Fault closes centre pool 

THE SWIMMING pool at a leisure centre in 
Stourbridge has been temporarily closed. 

Bosses say there has been a mechanical 
fault in the pool at Crystal Leisure Centre in 
Bell Street. 

Engineers areworking on the problem, 
which has been traced to a filter in a pump 
unit. John Millar, director of the borough 
council, said, our engineers are looking to 
get the pool reopened as soon as possible.

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Duke goes behind the 
scenes at safari park 


THE DUKE of Gloucester gave the royal 
seal of approval to research work at West 
Midland Safari Park during a tour. 

During the visit, he viewed a short screen¬ 
ing of a film produced by staff about Spring 
Grove House, which hosts conferences and 
functions.

Honour tar policeman 


A POLICE officer who went to 
the aid of a man suffering a 
heart attack in a Sedgley 
street has been honoured by 
the force for his life-saving 
actions. 

Pc Dave Webb helped a paramedic 
to resuscitate the 50-year-old after he 
collapsed in Round Hill. The father of 
four was one of the first to arrive on 
the scene. 

He was joined by some of his col¬ 
leagues from the Sedgley neighbour¬ 
hood police team. 

Pc Webb, aged 50, was singled out at 
the Police Bravery Awards in Birm¬ 
ingham when the audience was told 
how he came to the man’s rescue. He 


said: “I’m first-aid trained and attend 
refresher courses every 12 months. 
I’ve seen the man since and thank¬ 
fully he went on to make a full recov¬ 
ery. 

“We had a call to say there had been 
a cardiac arrest in the street. The 
paramedic was trying to resuscitate 
the man with a defibrillator but it 
wasn’t working. 

Compressions 

“I did chest compressions until the 
ambulance arrived to take him to hos¬ 
pital. We carried on chest compres¬ 
sions and en route we were able to get 
him back.” 

A citation read out at the event said: 
“It is extremely unlikely the man 
would have survived without Pc 


Webb’s help. It is a credit to Pc Webb’s 
perseverance and determination to 
continue administering chest com¬ 
pressions throughout the journey, 
which allowed paramedics to under¬ 
take other procedures, which ulti¬ 
mately restarted his circulation.” 

Pc Webb was also honoured last 
November by the Royal Humane 
Society, which recognises acts of 
bravery that lead to resuscitation. 

He was nominated for the Resusci¬ 
tation Certificate by his colleagues at 
West Midlands Police. 

Pc Webb said: “During my 17 years 
I’ve been involved in a few similar sit¬ 
uations but sadly the patients haven’t 
survived so it was nice that this time 
there was a happier ending.”

Anger as council chops 
trees from leafy street 


RESIDENTS in a quiet Stour¬ 
bridge road are furious after trees 
which were more than 50 years 
old were chopped down without 
warning by Dudley council. 

The four cherry blossom trees in Stevens 
Road disappeared suddenly - and there are 
plans to get rid of another three. Dudley 
Council says the trees have been removed 
because the roots have caused minor 
damage to the paving stones. But residents 
argue the streetscene has now been ruined 
as the trees are part of the area’s history. 

They are collecting a petition and say the 
authority should give residents the opportu¬ 
nity to air their views before trees are felled. 

Richard Williams, aged 62, of Stevens 
Road, said: “I just happened to look out of 
the window and I saw the workers arriving. 

“I presumed they were going on to 
someone’s property so I couldn’t believe it 
when they started on the trees in the street. 

“Imagine our horror when we found the 
council was cutting them down without any 
warning and no formal notification to the 
residents. Imagine the outcry if the trees 
had been destroyed by vandals.” 

John Millar, director of the urban envi¬ 
ronment, said: “This work follows com¬ 
plaints about the root damage late last year 
coupled with the results of our latest 
highway inspection. 

“This inspection highlighted a need to 
address the damage to the highway while 
maintaining the tree stock as far as possible. 
Unfortunately seven locations have been 
identified where it is not possible to repair 
the surface without removal of the trees.” 

Spray painting booth fire 

FIRE CREWS battled a blaze at a spray 
painting booth amid fears gas canisters 
could explode and the roof could collapse. 

Crews spent three hours tackling the 
flames at Guest Motor Body Repairs, 
Himley Road, Dudley after a heater caught 
fire. The flames spread through the building 
at about midday last Wednesday and at its 
peak 17 firefighters were at the scene.

“In the newspaper cutting 
Trooper A (Albert) Potts was my 
uncle (now deceased); Sergeant V 
(Victor) Potts was my father and 
Corporal J (Jack) Potts another 
uncle, also now deceased. 

“Other brothers Wilfred, Joseph 
and Dennis also served. 

“Dennis is the only surviving 
brother now in his 80s, unfortu¬ 


nately I don’t have a photo of him in 
uniform. 

“Imagine how my grandmother 
must have felt with nearly all her 
sons in constant danger. 

“My father was invalided out of 
the army after being hit when the 
tank he was part of the crew of, was 
attacked. 

“I’m sorry the newspaper cutting 
is a bit dishevelled but it is around 
70 years old. 

“The pension note shows my 
dad’s injuries and, by the way, he 
never actually claimed his war 
pension until 1992, four years 
before he died in 1996 when he was 
75 years old. 

“Incidentally, Jack Potts went on 
to reach the rank of captain and 
served all over the world taking his 
wife and children with him. 

“I hope this makes interesting 
reading and it helps to keep my 
father’s memories and the family’s 
alive.”

Store boss wants to be put 
in picture over Royal photos 


WHEN Debbie Eggerton was 
helping clear out an old office at 
Beatties she had no idea she would 
uncover a piece of national history. 

Hidden under piles of books and 
papers was a cardboard folder contain¬ 
ing dozens of photos of the Queen’s 
Coronation in June 1953. Now Debbie is 
trying to solve the mystery of how the 
store came to have the photos, and what 
they were used for. 

“It’s not clear whether they were 
going to be sold in the store, or shown to 
the public as part of the celebrations,” 
says Debbie, store manager at Beatties, 
in Victoria Street, Wolverhampton. 

“We have been doing a tidying exer¬ 
cise in the offices at the store and when 
we started clearing out one room we dis¬ 
covered this folder on a shelf. It must 
have been there for a number of years. 

Negatives 

“We have asked a number of people, 
including members of the Beatties 
family, if they know where the pictures 
came from and no-one has a clue - but 
maybe someone at the store was able to 
get hold of some negatives and create 
their own prints.” 

A few of the photos have duplicates 
where the negative was re-used in a bid 
to create sharper images. 

The prints also still smell of develop¬ 
ing fluid meaning it could have been an 
in-house team at the store which 
created the photos. 

Debbie says: “All the women in the 
photos looked regal and beautiful - 
when you look at every picture you feel 
like you could be behind the lens. Our 
plan is to get the pictures framed and 
put them on display in our Heritage 
Room for people to look at during the 
Diamond Jubilee.”

After the Coronation the Queen visited 
Wolverhampton in May 1962 and some of the 
former workers at Beatties remember when 
she went past the store in her carriage. 

Two of the people working in Beatties at 
that time were Mary Boddy, aged 91, and Anne 
Sharpies, 75. Mary was in charge of catering 
at the department store and says: “People 
were getting excited about it for days before¬ 
hand and when the word went around that she 
had arrived in Wolverhampton it was more 
thrilling than a Beatties sale - and we had 
some good sales in those days. 

“Mr Beattie gave us permission to go 
outside and wave as she went past in her car¬ 
riage. Most of us poured out onto the street 


while others waved from the window. I can’t 
remember whether we had to finish dealing 
with customers first, or if we could just make 
an excuse and dash outside, but the atmos¬ 
phere was wonderful. 

“She came past in her carriage, waving at us 
all, and it was a sunny day. 

Lean 

Anne was working in accounts at the store 
and says the streets of Wolverhampton were 
filled with people who were hoping to see the 
Queen. 

She said: “In the offices we were able to lean 
out of the windows and watch her go past in 
her carriage - I remember looking down the 


street and seeing crowds of people craning 
their necks to get a better view. 

“The Queen’s Coronation really sticks out 
for me as I was only 17 at the time and had 
been working in Beatties for two years. 

“My family got their first black and white 
TV and we struggled to buy one as they were 
in big demand so people could watch the Coro¬ 
nation.” 

Anne, who now lives in Wombourne, says 
there were a number of street parties taking 
place in Penn Fields where she grew up. 

She said: “Seeing the pictures of the Coro¬ 
nation has brought a lot of memories back as 
I remember seeing her on television and 
thinking how beautiful she looked.” 


Total of 
jobless in 
shock fall 
Of 45,000 

A SURPRISE fall in the UK 
jobless total has provided 
some rare good news for the 
Coalition Government. 

Unemployment fell by 
45,000 to 2.63 million in the 
three months to March, and 
in the West Midlands it was 
down by 19,000 to 228,000. 

Job queues were shorter 
in Wolverhampton, where 
those claiming jobseeker’s 
allowance fell by 246 to 
12,108, or 7.9 per cent of the 
city’s working population - 
nearly twice the national 
rate of four per cent. 

Unemployment is now at 
its lowest since last summer, 
while a dip in the number of 
people nationally claiming 
the dole has fallen for the 
second month in a row by 
13,700 to 1.59 million - the 
biggest drop since July 2010. 

Eligible 

The figures differ because 
not everyone classed as 
unemployed is eligible to 
claim the allowance. 

Nationally the number of 
people in work increased by 
105,000 to almost 30 million, 
but this was due to a rise in 
part-time workers. 

Almost eight million 
people are now in a part- 
time job, the highest since 
records began in 1992, while 
those working part-time 
because they cannot find 
full-time work increased by 
73,000 to a record high of 1.4 
million. Self-employment 
has also reached a record 
figure of 4.1 million.

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Passengers call for work 
on 'disgraceful' station 

PASSENGERS have called for 
urgent work to be carried out at 
Kidderminster railway station, 
claiming it is a “disgrace” and an 
“embarrassment” to the town. 

A £3.5 million revamp scheme for the 
station was derailed for a second time last 
year after a bid for funds was rejected. 

And although transport bosses, at a public 
meeting last week, admitted there was little 
chance the plans would be revived, trav¬ 
ellers called for improvements. They said 
the station needed more toilets and the road 
bridge needed fixing. 

The Stourbridge Line Users Group heard 
work was being carried out to extend the 
platforms and improve signalling. 

But Ann Stephenson, of Farfield, Kidder¬ 
minster, said some funding needed to be 
secured to improve the station for visitors 
heading to tourist sites such as the Severn 
Valley Railway and West Midland Safari 
Park. 

The station has one cubicle, and passen¬ 
gers who want to use it must collect the key 
from the ticket booth. 

Mrs Stephenson said: “To have disabled 
people, mother and babies, men and women 
all using one toilet is ridiculous for a town 
the size of Kidderminster. 

“We should be pushing for a refurbish¬ 
ment of the station because it is a disgrace.” 

Worcestershire County Council and 
London Midland jointly applied for the cash 
from the Regional Growth Fund. 

Mark Lawton, retail manager for London 
Midland, told the meeting that he would 
look at the possibility of new toilets.

Speedway may be on its 
way back to the borough 


SPEEDWAY could be coming 
home to Dudley as plans for a new 
sports stadium bringing thou¬ 
sands of fans back to the borough 
have been revealed. 

Dudley Heathens confirmed discussions 
had been taking place with Gornal Athletic 
football club on a ground-sharing proposal 
for the stadium. 

Unused land at the foot of Castle Hill, in 
the shadow of the town’s historic Dudley 
Zoo and near the Black Country Living 
Museum, is among the sites being consid¬ 
ered for the enterprise. 

The former Cradley Heathens side were 
forced to stop racing in the area in 1995 
when its home, the Dudley Wood Stadium, 
was earmarked for a housing development. 

The club reformed three years ago as 
Dudley Heathens and has since raced at 
Wolverhampton’s Monmore Green Stadium 
in the National League. 

Heathens club chairman and speedway 
broadcaster Nigel Pearson said it would be 
the “ultimate dream” to return to the 
borough and vowed to pursue the process 
with council officials. “The support we have 
had since we returned three years ago has 
been the motivation to drive us forward with 
the stadium plans,” he said. 

Architect drawings are being developed as 
part of an application which has been 
devised over the past few months. A further 
meeting is due this week but Mr Pearson 
reiterated that proposals had not yet been 
finalised. 

The plans would be financed by the sale of 
Gornal Athletic’s Garden Walk Stadium.

I WAS saddened by 
the loss of Councillor 
Angus Adams last 
month and attended 
Angus’s funeral in 
Stourbridge recently 
alongside several 

hundred other 

mourners. 

The day after the Home 
Secretary addressed the 
Police Federation’s annual 
conference in Bournemouth 
I held a local roundtable dis¬ 
cussion with federation 
members at Kingswinford 
Police Station covering polic¬ 
ing reforms, changes to pay 
and pensions and Winsor 2. 

I enjoyed visits to 
Fairhaven, Dawley Brook 
and Northfield Road 
(Netherton) primary schools 
and met the Dudley Associ¬ 
ation of Governing Bodies at 
Bromley Hills Primary 
School for a discussion about 
schools. 

One of the key messages 
was some families in our 
borough are reluctant to 
claim the free school meals 
to which their child is enti¬ 
tled.

Mercedes hybrid has all the creature comforts 


LIKE with so many things that 
originated in America, petrol- 
electric hybrid cars have eventu¬ 
ally found their way to Europe. 

With the desire to reduce emissions and 
extend a petrol car’s range, Honda and 
Toyota added a parallel electric motor and 
battery system to assist in the propulsion 
duties. 

It is Mercedes’ E-Class model that prom¬ 
ises all the usual features and creature com¬ 
forts of its maker’s volume-seller, but with 
the added bonus of an unobtrusive hybrid 
system to boost range and economy over 
and above a conventional diesel model. 

With its E 300 BlueTec Hybrid, to give it 
its full name, Mercedes has adopted a low- 
key approach to hybridisation. 

A small 0.8kW lithium ion battery is 
located in the engine bay of the E-Class, 
while an equally modest 27-horsepower 
electric motor adds the extra, silent motive 
power. 

The result is a helpful addition to the 
car’s 2.1-litre twin-turbo-diesel motor, and 
brings total power output to 228 horse¬ 



power. Why no plug-in electric option like 
some rivals? In a nutshell, Mercedes views 
this E-Class as a useful and cost-effective 
step in the right direction. 

Full-blown hybrids with large batteries 
usually suffer with reduced load space and 
increased weight. 

This E-Class is being sold in both saloon 
and estate form with no discernable reduc¬ 
tion in load space, and it’s expected that a 
more expensive plug-in hybrid offering an 
increased electric-only driving range is in 
the pipeline. 

For now, this E 300 offers largely 
company car drivers the ability to reduce 
their financial outgoings without compro¬ 
mising the refinement and space of a 
premium-size car. 

At a basic level, the E 300 drives just like 
a E 250 CDi diesel, which is a good thing as 
it means you don’t need to adopt a super- 
frugal driving style to extract a few more 
miles per gallon. Officially, the car returns 



an impressive 67.3mpg in saloon form and, 
disappointingly for the taxman, emits a 
lowly 109g/km C02. 

These figures are partly the result of the 
car’s ability to start and pull away in elec¬ 
tric-only mode and continue for around half 
a mile if driven gently - shuffling along in 
city traffic springs to mind. 

At the other end of the spectrum, consis¬ 
tent higher speed running allows the car to 
“sail”, as Mercedes describes it, when you 
lift off the throttle on flat or downhill sec¬ 
tions, as the diesel engine is switched off for 
short periods of time. 

It’s in these situations that the car’s 
battery contributes to the proceedings, 
adding welcome extra motive power, allow¬ 
ing itself to be topped up during 
braking actions and adding a 
subtle “push” alongside 
the diesel motor when 
extra acceleration is 
required. 

Techno-savvy drivers 
will no doubt get 
excited by what’s under 
this E-Class’ bonnet, 


but for the rest of us, the key issue is that 
the technology just works. 

Diesel engine start-up and shutdown on 
the move is barely noticeable, while the 
car’s seven-speed auto gearbox mirrors the 
smooth performance of its regular petrol 
and diesel counterparts. 

Granted, there will be a small price 
premium over a diesel-only E-Class, but the 
logic is that you’ll make enough savings 
through fuel and tax outlay to 
make the sums add 
up. 


It’s also fair to say that such a car will 
attract early adopters, where making a 
statement is often the priority, not the cash 
saving. 

Either way, this diesel-hybrid Mercedes 
offers executive level buyers a genuine 
choice in the alternative fuel market. 

It’s capable of delivering on its eco cre¬ 
dential promises and offers a promising 
insight into the future of hybrid motoring.

ASTON GETS ENOCH 
PRIMED FOR BUTE 


DUDLEY’S Ryan Aston has backed Carl Froch to become a world 
champion once again on Saturday night after four days of sparring 
between the two. 

Hometown hero and former WBC title holder Froch goes for the IBF crown held by 
Lucian Bute at the Nottingham Arena, live on Sky Sports. 

On the undercard of the Sky Sports bill, undefeated middleweight Aston faces a test 
against veteran puncher Paul Samuels over six rounds. And 'Tank 1 has made four separate 
trips to Nottingham to climb through the ropes with ‘the Cobra.’

The two have gone a full 
eight rounds on each visit. 

Aston was picked because 
of his abilities to box as a 
clone for Bute, a calculating 
pressure fighter who comes 
forward and looks to attack 
to the body. 

As a lighter opponent than 
both of the two super mid- 
dleweights, Aston also pos¬ 
sesses superior hand speed, 
which it’s hoped has sharp¬ 
ened Froch's reactions. 

But that’s not as much as 
his sparring partner - who is 
only 21 - has taken from 
their exchanges. 

Priceless 

He said: “I am a big fan of 
Carl Froch and he's been 
brilliant for boxing - he's 
doesn’t duck anyone and 
he's a credit to the sport. 

“To have this sort of spar¬ 
ring is priceless. You can’t 
ask for anything better, and 
Carl is such a talented bloke. 

“I am being recognised as 
a class of opponent for 
world-class athletes and it’s 
been brilliant. 

“It’s been making me 
switch on a lot; he’s made 
me think more than anyone 
I have been in there with. 

“It’s knowing what to 
throw and when to throw it, 
when to move and when to 
stay put. He’s clever, has got 
a very long reach and he’s 
got a great chin as well.” 

As his role was to get 


Froch ready for Bute, Aston 
was only allowed to box in a 
particular way. 

But it wasn’t much of a 
deviation from his norm, 
allowing the up-and-comer 
to do his thing against a 
world-class opponent. 

Having sampled his 
arsenal at first-hand, Aston 
has backed Froch to beat 
Bute and become Britain's 
latest world champion. 

He said: “He’s been there 
and done it and I think he 
will do it again in Notting¬ 
ham - in the later rounds 
with the crowd behind him. 

“Bute is a great body 
puncher but most of the 
guys he has been in there 
with are come-forward fight¬ 
ers who have played into his 
hands. We have been 
working with Carl boxing on 
the back foot and trying to 
hit me on the counter, as 
well, or beat me to the 
punch. 

“I have been trying to 
mimic Bute but that's my 
style, really. I like throwing 
punches to the body and 
switching up my shots. 

“I am just a smaller and 
more compact fighter.” 

Before he settles down for 
the main event, Aston must 
first deal with Samuels, a 
heavy-hitter with vast expe¬ 
rience in the ring. 


The 39-year-old is an elder 
statesman of the sport but 
has been involved in some 
thrilling contests. 

The most notable in 
recent years has come in two 
belting battles with Cello 
Renda, with a famous double 
knockdown coming in the 
first of their meetings in 
November 2009. 

Samuels won them both 
but the Welshman lasted 
less than a round with Paul 
Smith last time out eight 
months ago. 

With that in mind, Aston 
wonders if Samuels’ punch 
resistance has gone. 

He said: “It’s a step up for 
me and that’s something 
good. He will come to fight 
and that’s what I want. 

“He’s the heaviest 
puncher I have ever been in 
there with as a pro, he’s 
knocked quite a few out. 

“He’s got the credentials 
and he’s a good, all-round 
fighter - that’s why I have 
trained so hard. 

“But if he comes forward 
trying to throw bombs, he 
will get caught with quite a 
few shots. 

“They will be quite heavy, 
as well and, if he gets tagged, 
it comes to how much he can 
take it now. Slowing him 
down may cause a stop¬ 
page.”
